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1. Claims 4-12,14-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 14, the phrase "means shaped for enabling permanent fastening of the 
member into the centering member comprises" is not understood. What is this means? 
Are the "means" and the "centering member" the same thing? 

Claim 9 depends from a cancelled claim. For this action, it is assumed that it 
depends from claim 14. 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claim 1 9 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as being anticipated by Kytta 759, 
who shows in figure 6 a centering member having a base (38), a first boss having a 
trunk (42), a groove (22'), a head (26') and a 2 nd boss having a trunk (40), a groove 
(32") and a head. As seen in figure 5, both of the trunks have a parallelogram cross- 
section. 

4. Claims 4-12,14-18 might be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action, alltho the 
confusing language makes it difficult to be certain. 
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5. Applicant's arguments have been fully considered. 

Applicant argues that the amendment to claim 14 overcomes the rejection under 
35 USC 112. However, Applicant never explained what is the "means shaped for 
enabling permanent fastening". Examiner does not know what structure this refers to. 

Applicant argues against the Kytta rejection, noting that Kytta employs an 
additional element (28"). However, this does not change the fact that Kytta's element 
shown in figure 6 forms a gripping device without the extra element 28". While Kytta 
may work better with element 28", it will also work to grip without it, due to the action of 
the spring legs (44,46). 

Applicant also argues that Kytta's trunks are not right parallelograms. However, 
figure 5 clearly shows a portion of the trunks (40,42) as rectangles. Rectangles are 
parallelograms. There is no requirement in the claims that the entire length of the trunk 
have a cross section that is a parallelogram. 

6. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
